Keep Your Brushes Stiff

It is Imponsaible to overestimate the danger
to the halr of unclean combs and brushes
Such tollet instruments should ba carefully
cleansed and disinfected once a week, and
thers ™ a way to do it so as not to injure
them. The brusa and comb must firnt be
quickly washed, then dipped ;in a water
with borie scid and then sunned and alred
An exponsivel backed hrush may be
cleanned by dipping the bristles alone In &
strong solution of ammoma and watar
After this run hot and onold watar alter-
nately over this part of the brush, shake It
vigorously and put It, briwtles down, over o
rest of soms sort to dry in the open air,

If the bristles of a brush have lost thelr
stiffneas or elasticity, threat them to an
nmmonia and ealt bath Firmt waash the
bristien In hot water t6 which ammonia
han been added and then dip directly Into
water to which salt has been added. Dry
the brush, with bristles up, in the open alr

RBorax alwo cleans n brush well. Dissoive
the borax in hot water ahd dip In the bris.
Lien, Ringe thoroughly, when olean. and
dry, with bristles up, In open air. Combs
can be cleaned with borax or ammonia, but
ammonia  Bomstimes discolors  eellulold
comba.

Another admirable methed for cleaning
brurhes I8 to use dry hran. Naturally this
method s eaglor on the brushes, Hub the
bran in thoroughly, as you would rub orris
root into the halr, Then shake and rub it
out. It will take out afl grease. Bran
can be safely used with brimhes having
bristles set in rubber, which cannot be
cleanad with water.
